Chicago today, the members of his 
party expressed their pleasure at the 
hearty welcome accorded him here. 
They said the local response to his 
plea for support in preparing for an 
adequate defense had fully met their 
expectations. 


Yesterday's somewhat 
strenuous 


activities, included an address before 
a large audience at Milwaukee, 
in 


which the president declared 
that 


those who sought at first to divide 
domestic sentiments in the issues of 
the war "had shot their bolt" and 
the long speech here ended. These 
will be succeeded by a relaxation of 
activity today. 
The first of the four 


five-minute talks enroute 
to Des 


Moinea is not to be delivered until 
2:30 p. m. This is at Davenport. 


The president's 
speech 
of 
last 


night was in large measure a reiter- 
ation of his previous pleas for speedy 
upbuilding of the army and navy and 
his endorsement of the continental 
army plan. His assertion that so far 
as the navy is concerned the coun- 
try is prepared tor immediate war 
caused a momentary flutter in the 
audience, but was soitened by his 
declaration that the ravy was inade- 
quate in size though not in quality. 
His reference to American ideals and 
"the solemn pledge" of the countrj 
to maintain the national sovereigntj 
'of the countries in the western hemi- 
sphere was received with applause 
and his description of American*! as 
a body of idealists much more ready

speech in part follows: 


"There is no sudden crisis. Noth- 


ing new has happened. 
I am not 


upon this errand because of any un- 
expected situation. I have come to 
confer with you upon a matter which 
It would, in any circumstances, be 
necessary for us to confer, when all 
the rest of the world is on fire and 
our own house is not fireproof. 


•"America has drawn her blood and 


her energy out of almost all the na- 
tions of the world. It is true of a 
great many of us that there lies deep 
in our hearts the recollection of an 
origin which is not American. 
We 


know that our roots, our traditions 
run back into other soils and there 
are some songs that stir us. There 
are 
some 
historical 
recollections 


which engage our affections and stir 
our memories. 
"We cannot forget our forbears. 


We cannot altogether ignore the fact 
ol our essential blood relationships 
and the outset of this war, it did 
look as if there were a division of 
domestic sentiment which might lead 
us to some errors of judgment and 
some errors of action. 
But I for 
one believe that that danger is past. 
I never doubted that the danger was 
exaggerated, because I had learned

From what was learned by 
some of the officials who boarded the Appam it is believed that some 
steamer, armed as a German auxiliary, raiding shipping off the African. 
coast took the British liner and put the prize crew aboard. This view 
is supported by the fact that a submarine could hardly have spared a 
lieutenant and such a large crew to a prize." 


Lieutenant iBerge, of the 
German navy, placed on the Appam when 


she was captured, brought in the prize, eluding the cordon of British 
cruisers across the Atlantic, and adding to the historic chapter of Ger- 
man exploits at sea, a chapter to rank with the adventures of the Em- 
den, the Prftiz Kitel Vriedrich and the Kronprinz Wilhelm.

nest women met to consider the 
needs of girls who came to that 
city to seek employment.

needs of these girls led to the 
organization of the first Young 
Women's Christian Association 
in this country, which was ef- 
fected March 3, 1866. 


Down-town rooms were op- 


ened. 
, 
Miss Mary Foster was called 


as the ffrst general secretary 
and the work was launched. 


The work at that time was 


largely that of an employment 
bureau, but educational classes, 
both vocational and 
cultural 


and religious meetings 
were 


also held. 


Hartford, Conn.;' Providence, 


R. I.; Pittsburgh and Alleghen- 
ey, Pa., in 1867, and Cincinnati 
and Cleveland, Ohio, and St. 
Louis, Mo., in 1868 followed 
by forming 
similar 
societies 


called Women's Christian As- 
sociations. 
Others in the Mis- 


sissippi Valley took the name 
of Young Women's Christian 
Associations. 


On October 9th and 
10th, 


1871, delegates from nine Wo- 
men's Associations met at Hart- 
ford and 
formed 
what . later 


bore the name of the Interna- 
tional Conference of Women's 
Christian Associations. 


The first 
Young Women's 


Christian- Association building 
was erected in Hartford, Conn., 
in 1872. Heretofore they had 
been purchased and remodelled. 


The first student Association 


was organized at Normal, Ills., 
in 1873. 


The first summer home was 


opened at Asbury Park, N. J. 
in 1874.

GOVERNMENT 


DISCUSSED 


Hon. Stewart L. Tatum of Spring- 


field. Ohio, will discuss municipal 
problems before the Men's club of 
Trinity church this evening. In view 
of Mr. Tatum's address on the com- 
mission form of government, the fol- 
lowing statement made to the Advo- 
cate today by P,rof. H. J. Dickerson 
of the Newark high school will be of 
special interest. 


There has been a growing convic- 


tion that the complex systems of the 
preceding generation, devised as a 
neans to insure good government, 
have failed in their purpose. The 
chief result in their introduction has 
>een the strengthening of the power 
of professional politician, and of the 
organisations which he has built up 
under the different political parties. 
As a result of the unbusinesslike 
methods injected into our municipal 
affairs certain new words have been 
ntroduced into the 
discussion 
of 


city problems. 
These words are: 


Simplicity, publicity and efficiency, j 
t is true that no "form of govern- 
ment, no matter how well construct- 
:d, will ever be a panacea for all 
municipal ills, but if simply and ef- 
ficiently devised and administered, 
will reduce them to the minimum. 


In the beginning it may be well 


,o define the city manager plan. 
It 


s a form of government in which k 
lommission is elected in which ob- 
ains all the powers of government. 
The members of the commission re- 
ceive small salaries or none. The 
:hief duty of the commission is to 
elect the city manager from 
any- 


vhere in the country and holding of- 
'ice at the pleasure of the commis- 
sion. The manager appoints and con- 
trols the remaining city employees, 
subject usually to 
adequate civil 


service provisions. 


In selecting a few of the strong 


'eatures of the city manager plan I 
have chosen the<following: 


1. It creates^a single-headed ex- 


icutive in which'-centers all responsi- 
bility. 
This 'administrative 
unity 


makes for harriibily because all de- 
partments are subject to the man- 
ager. 


2. The city manager himself is 


an administrative expert 
if wisely 


:hosen, at the present time all city 
managers arc men of unusual quali- 
ications. 


3. 
TJhe city manager plan permits 


he manager to be summoned from 
one city to another. This encourages 
.dministrative work as a life profes- 
sion rather than a political job. 


4. The people are relieved from 


he difficult task of selecting capable 
ind efficient administrative officers, 
n this brief outline it is seen that 
;he city manager charter comprises 
,he basic form of organization used 
n 
all 
large 
corporation. 
Using 


he following taken from the Dayton 
charter: 


The Commission: 
A. Civil service board. 
B. City manager. 
1. Department of Law. 
2. Department of public service. 
3. Department of safety. 
4. Department of finance. 
5. Department of public welfare.

New York, Feb. 1.—The United 
States Steel corporation put into ef- 
fect today an advance of 
ten 
per 
cent in the wages of its employes, 
announced several weeks ago. It is 
estimated that the increase will add 
between 912,000,000 and 115,000,- 
000 to the annual payroll and that 
U will affect about 250,000 men. Of 
this number approximately 150,000 
are laborers whose pay heretofore 
has been between 19 and 20 cents an 
hour. They will receive Hereafter 21 
to 22 cents an hour. 


Many of the independent steel 
companies have made corresponding 
advances in wages, some of them 
to take effect today.

Laundry Marks In Europe. 


Laundry marks vary greatly in Bo- 


rope. 
Those used in Britain consist 


of certain small letters or figures stitch* 
ed in red thread. Not all continental 
laundries are so considerate. In some 
parts of France linen is defaced by 
having the -whole name and address 
of the laundry stamped upon it and an 
additional geometrical design to indi- 
cate the owner. 


In Bavaria every piece has a number 


stamped on in large characters. 
In 


other parts of Germany a small cotton 
label is attached by means of a wa- 
terproof (hot) adhesive. In Bulgaria 
each laundry has a large number of 
stamps engraved ^ith designs, and In 
Russia the laundries mark linen with 
threads worked in arrow shapes.

dries, while in Odessa books of marks 
are furnished annually to the laundry 
proprietors, and these marks and no 
others may be used. By thia system 
criminals and i evolutionary agitators 
are often traced —London Mall.
